From the foregoing, you will see that there is a large in- 
crease in the expense for the support of Paupers during the 
past year, and in looking over the bills carefully, we do not 
see wherein we could have made them less. We have in all 
instances made the best bargains we could for the support 
of these unfortunate people, consistent with decent and hu- 
mane treatment. The cause is, perhaps, due somewhat to 
‘hard times,” but we are of the opinion that there is a grow- 
ing tendency among some of our citizens to ask the town to 
support their poor relations, and a willingness amongst them 
to sacrifice all honest pride, and let the town do for them 
what others of less ability do for themselves. More espe- 
cially is this the case where the subject can be boarded qui- 
etly at home, or with their friends. What course shall we 
take? Shall we board them at the County Farm? We 
would like to have an expression of your opinion on the sub- 
ject.
